We regret very much to have to record 
the sudden death of Dr. B. Jenkins, Inter- 
preter of the U. S. Consulate. Dr. Jen- 
kins was one of the oldest Shanghai re- 
sidents, his stay here dating from 1847, and 
he will be much missed from a community 
in which he has been so long known and 
respected. Thefirst thirteen years of his stay 
were devoted to mission work, in pursuance 
of which he travelled a good deal through 
the neighbouring country, at « time when 
such journeys were more serious undertak- 
ings than they are now ; and the pages of 
the North-China Herald contain interesting 
records of his adventures and experience. 
Having accepted, sbsequently, the post of 
Interpreter at the U. S. Consulate, Dr. 
Jenkins has acted, in virtue of that office, 
as Foreign Assessor at the Mixed Court 
almost since its foundation—an interval of 
absence in 1363, when Dr. R. A. Jamie- 
sonfilledhisplace, having only tobeexcepted. 











Recently, during Mr. Seward’s absence, in 
1868, Dr. Jenkins took charge of the U. 
S. Consulate, as Vice-Consul General ; 
resuming his old post on Mr. Seward’s re- 
turn, ‘The American community therefore 
lose in him an experienced a oficial, as we all 
lose an esteemed fellow-resident. The fune- 
ral took place yesterday afternoon, at the 
old Cemetery, and was attended by the vari- 
ous foreign Consuls, by Chén the Magistrate 
of the Mixed Court, the officers of the men- 
of-war in harbour, anda large number of 
foreign residents. A strong body of Vo- 
lunteers lined the path leading from the 
mortuary chapel, down which the coffin 
was borne by sailors from the U.S. steamer 
Monocacy, the Volunteers resting on re- 
versed arms as it passed, presenting arms 
as it was lowered in the grave, and again 
resting on reversed arms, while the 
solemn words of the funeral service “earth 
to earth, ashes to ashes, dust to dust,” 
were read by the Rev. Mr. Nelson, the 
officiating Chaplain. ‘The flags of the vari- 
ous Consulates and on board the ships in 
port, were hoisted to half-mast during the 
day. 

We regret very much to hear that M. 
Vial, the Commandant of the Franco- 
Chinese disciplined troops stationed outside 
the South Gate of the City, has been badly 
injured by one of his native sub-officers. 
He had received on Monday the money 
to pay his men their month’s wages, 
and the assault was evidently committed 
with the intention of murdering him, and 
of stealing the money. In the evening, 
when the bugle was sounding the break- 
up, one of his Chinese officers came to his 
quarters, and asked for some sporting am- 
munition which he knew M. Vial kept 
alongside of the chest which contained the 
money. M. Vial told him three times to go 
away ; that this was not the time to make 
such arequest, when the Chinaman sud- 
denly struck him a blow onthe neck with 
his sword. ML. Vial did not at once realise 
the nature of the wound, and grappled 
with his opponent, receiving inthe act a 
second blow, which cut open his under 
lip. A struggle ensued, M. Vial trying to 
reach the fire-place to ring for assistance, 
and during it he received five other wounds 
in the back, which so weakened him that 
the Chinaman managed to get away 
and, in the darkness, to escape from 
the camp. Notwithstanding his loss of 
blood, ML. Vial was able to be carried to 
the General Hospital, where he has been 
carefully tended by Doctors Galle and 
Vidal. ‘Tite wound in the neck, which nar- 
rowly missed the carotid artery, might have 
proved mortal, but the othersare not: seri- 
ous, and we areglad to hear that heis likely 
to recover. It is evident that the motive of 
the attack was robbery, from the circum- 
stances we have mentioned. M. Vial is 
aman of kindly disposition, liked by his 
men, and has been particularly kind to his 
assailant, who had been with him for 
several years, and who owed his position 
to his patronage. We are sorry to learn 
that, up to last evening, the culprithad not 
been taken, but the most active search is 
being made for him, and it is hoped that 
he will not be able long to escape the pun- 
ishment he deserves. 
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We have pleasure in acknowledging a 
copy of the Customs Gazette for the 4th 
Quarter of 1870, and in congratulating the 
Returns Department on its relatively early 
publication.

CHINBIANG. 


Tue progress of the foreign trade at 
Chinkiang since the settlement of the 
obnoxious borrior system at Weikwan, 
has been often referred to in these 
columns. ‘The port 
established itself as a distributing mart 
for the greater portion of Anhwei, for 
Kiangsu and for Honan, as well as to 
a considerable extent for Shantung, in 
the west of which the rendier com- 
munication with Chinkiang prevents 
goods from Chefoo from coming into 
competition. As might be expected, the 
wonderful increase of the purely foreign 
trade has not been uuaccumpanied by a 
similar increase in the native business of 
the place. No statistics of this are of 
course to be found, but the general brisk 
ness of the native population, and the 
steady growth of native houses in the 
former extousive suburbs of the city 
speaks of returning prosperity. 
be remembered that at the firs 
ing of the port, all business 
carried on on the north 
southern beiug consi 
account of the proximity of the Tai- 
ping rebels, then occupying the country 
to the re well as from the fact 
that Chinkiang and its suburbs were 
literally a ruin. In the latter not one 
house had escaped destruction, sear 

a wall wasleft standing, and the remains 
of the suburbs, which formerly covered 
some four square mites, were made use 
of as a mine for bi ja 

Turned over and over in search of 
every brick or stone to be discovered, 
tho suburbs fur many years presented 
a ghastly spectacle of heaps of broken 
building rubbish, scarcely relieved 
here and there by the trailing shoots 
of the wild hop. Although the 
marks of desolation are still pain- 
fully evident, it is remarkable how 
rapidly the ‘space once occupied by 
buildings is again becoming covered. 
The British settlement, which ouly last 
year remained perfectly isolated, is now | 
rapidly getting closed in by long lines | 
of streets and native houses, which 
with a maréellous celerity seem to 
spring up from the ground almost in 
a night. This growth of the place is 
to be attributed to two causes, one 
the natural recovery of trade and 
the commanding position of the port 
with regard to the internal communi- 
cations, and the other the direct action | 
of the Chinese Government, which has 
insisted that the north bauk of the river 
shall be reserved to the salt trade. As! 
stated above, on the first opening of | 
the port the northern bank mono- 
polised what little (rade was to be 
done; firms native and foreign cs- 
tablished themselves there, and there 
seemed every likelihood of a new trad- 
ing town becoming established. ‘The fall | 
of Nanking left the Chinese Govern- 
ment free to re-establish the salt mono-| 
poly, and with it stringent measures!

side its receiving ship. For many 
years a wharf capable of accomoda- 
ting the steamers visiting the port 
has been spoken of ; but partly from 
the smallness of the trade hitherto, 
partly the dificalty in raising the ne- 
cessary fands, and parlly the protests 
of the steamer captains, who feared the 
more rapid current which flows along 
the face of the Euglish bund during 
the summer months, have slood hither- 
tointhe way of any practical result. 
The scheme has, however, been pro- 
nounced both useful and ‘practicable, 
and there is little doubt, did the commu- 
nity and the steamboat Companies 
agree on a common line of action, could 
readily be carried through. On shore, 
in the foreign quarter, we are sorry to 
see little improvement, Some semi 
Chinese houses have crept into the Bri- 
tish settlement, bat land lots, though 
much increased in value, are still for 
the most part uuoccupied. At back, 
the British concession is, as we stated 
above, becoming rapidly blocked in by 
the growth of the native suburbs, so 
that unless some action is taken within 
the uext few mouths it will find itself 
completely isolated, A road to join 
the old high road to Nanking has been 
spoken of; but as every week almost 
sees a new Chinese building in the path, 
difficulties seem likely to increase, uu- 
less a strong effort be at once made.

A good opportunity of erecting 
arenlly fine Chiuese town has been 
thrown away, and ina year or so the 
enormous suburbs of Chiukiang will be 
as filthy as those of any other town 
in the celestial empire. In the coun- 
try round little improvement is to be 
noticed ; the ronds are still the suine 
impassable chequer of ruts and boulders, 
id the crops have still the same stunted 
appearance which denotes bad hus- 
bandry and ill-assorted crops. ‘The’ 
trade of the place seems to be maiuly 
a distributing oue for distaut and 
richer localities, and to depend on the 
excelleuce of the water communications, 
which afford a ready access to some 
five proviuces of the empit 























THE WRECK OF THE Dos. 
Tne wreck of the Don is one of those 
remarkable oceurrences which now 
and then happen to throw light ou the 
actual barbarity of the Chinese, and to 


reveal the low staudard of Go 
which the outward face of ci 
really masks. It is not that wreckage is 
unknown in other countries; Great 
Britain herself has, within the memory 
almost of the present generation, had 
ber bands of wretches vendy to live 
by the plunder of their fellow 
mortals, to whom escape from the 
perils of the sea brought scarcely less 
danger from the savagery of the lund. 
But it is that the constant occurrence 
of events.like the present, unchecked 
by the Government, shows how little 
compatible are the institutions of the 
country with the ideas entertained by 
civilised nations. Although a prize 
like that which the stranding of the 
Don brought to the inhnbitants of 
Ockseu is fortunately rare, the trade 
of the population of a’ consider 
able part of the coast of China 
may be said to alternate between 
fishing, piracy, aud wrecking; and of 
coast, no spot has attained 
a worse celebrity than the gronp of 
islands of which Ocksen forms ono. 
Here and there on the charts of the 
coast made in 1842, is to be seen th 
ominous word “piratical;” and i 
those same spols, though China bas 
since these tinies given her solemu pro- 
mise to afford protection to the mari 
ner in his distress, is still to be found, 
undisturbed except by au occasional 
British guobont, the same system of 
deliberate and ‘unpunished plauder. 
Yet, meanwhile, aid of every sort has 
been given to China, to enable her to 
strengthen her orgauisation ; within 
less than one hundred miles of thi 
very spot is situated the Foochow 
arsenal, which has already turned out, 
for the service of the Viceroy, more 
than one serviceable gunboat, while we 
are all more or less aware of the fleet 
soguired in the neighbouring province 
of Kwangtang, as well as on the coasts 
of Kiangnan. It is no excuse to hold 
that the Chinese Government cares 
nought for tho private interests of ils 
subjects, aud that to protect their 
lives and properties has uever on- 
tered into the calculations of her 
statesinen; such, however, is the only 
apology’ which can be offered for 
the continuance of the present 
state of affairs, The whole fabric 
of Chinese Government shows it to 
exist merely for its own selfish ends; 
the propping up of a rotten system oc- 
cupies the cares and intentions of the 
governing body, the good of the people 
entrusted to its charge seldom produces 
more than a few vapid words, like those 
with which Chunghow belanded the 
Queen of Heaven for her cure of 
tho neglected subjects of the Emperor. 
‘The private junk may como and- go, 
winds may be favourable and tides aus- 
picious ; it is then easy to thank-tho 
potent goddess for ber care; but: let 
the unfortanale craft touch a sunken 
vock, or come uuprotected within the 
limits of the coast pirates—the paternal 
Government folds its hands and refuses 
even to see the crimes committed. Of 
how many janks are annually wrecked 
on the inhospitable shores of Fah- 
kien, of how many seamen perish and 
what amoant of goods destroyad,- it 
takes no cuunt; norare any statis- 
‘ics to be obtained which would 





























enable us to form even a surmise on the 
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point. That tho number is consid 
able, and that the plunder of passing 
vessels is a profitable trade for the 
islanders, we may judge from the pre- 
cautions taken by native traders to arm 
themselves and sail in company, as well 
as from the large sums occasionally 
paid for convoying. A catastrophe like 
that of the Don, loaded as she was with 
large and unusually valuable cargo, 
cannot fail to draw attention, uot only 
in China but elsowhere, to the state of 
tho Chinese coast and the Inxity 
of the Authorities. A demand for 
fall compensation for the property des- 
troyed 80 wantonly and with such im- 
punity, will doubtless be prossed on the 
Goverument which allows such a state 
of affairs to continue; but this will after 
all bo an inadequate punishment. 
The barbarity displayed towards the 
shipwrecked ‘crew, who, deprived of 
every article of food or drink, stripped 
naked and without oar or sail, were 
turned adrift on the open sea, 
dangors as greatas those of Ockweu itself, 
is a crime which cannot be lightly 
passed over. The dread of British 
punishment, and the little prestige still 
left to our name in Chinese wate: 
perhaps interfered to prevent a wholo- 
sale slaughter; but the yells and 
threats of the savages who rushed on 
board the unarmed ship, told plainly 
what would have been the result had 
nothing stood in the way. The forta- 
nate presence of the Arseval gunboat 
“Volunteer,” saved one party from 
a horrible death; while the small 
modicum of civilisation gained by a 
native who bad learned a little English, 
seems to have had the same result with 
tho othors. We are porbaps too much 
disposed to uuderrate the immediate 
offect of contact with European civiliza- 
tion, on the part of the natives. We see 
rascality carried on by those around 
us who really know a good deal of Eu- 
lish, aud English ways, and are apt to 
judge hardly of the effect of the con- 
tact of the two races. But the knowledge 
of a little English, in this case, if it 
did not greatly distinguish its possessor 
from the crowd avduud, at least sup- 
plied the touch of nature required, au 
saved from murder or starvation a 
boat's crew of British seamen. We 
hope care will be taken to recognise 
tho kindness of this man, as well as to 
punish those who did the wrong. 











OLD TEA, 


To any outsider who is puzzled to 
know why there are always 70,000,000 
Ibs, of toa weighing like an incubus on 
the London toa market; to any Chaaso 
who is disposed to write a moral essay 
on tho fortunes of the leaf—we recom- 
mond a catalogue issued by Messrs. 
Lloyd Matheson & Co., of a “Rummage 
Salo” held in Minciug Lane, on the 5th 
December, 1870. ‘Iho shortness of 
human life will there be found strangely 
contrasted with the length of time for 
which China ton can be kept in bond ; 
and somo idea may be gathered as to 
how it is that now teas do occasionally 
pay, despite the euormous stocks which 
seom always awaiting the demand of a 
thirsty public. ‘This Rummage Sale, 
Wo are told on the cover, was held “ by 
order of the East and Wost India Dock 





Company,” who had become anxious | 
to eneash certain rates and charges | 
that had accrued on the goods| 
offered; and verily, in looking over) 
the list of lots, we are surprised at the} 
patience and forbearance the managers | 
have displayed. In the middle of the 
last generation, in September 1836, a| 
case containing 4 boxes of tea, weigh- | 
ing 41 bs., arrived from Canton in the | 
good ship “Vansittart,” destined no} 
doubt as a presont, but doomed to lie, 
perdu in the Dock Company's ware-| 
house for thirty-four years, and at last| 
to be offered for sale by auction. | 
The shilling postage prevailed in those | 
days; railways had hardly yet been 
thought of, and the process of getting a! 
box of tea from London to the coun- 
try was no easy one. No doubt the 
friends for whom it was destinod nover 
heard of its arrival, or recoiled before 
the problem of procuring their property. 
At any rate there is the tea, still at the 
East and West India Docks; where 
are those for whom it was destined ? 
The next lot, Gentlemen, arrived from | 
Canton by the steamer “ Asia,” in| 
October 1837, and was entered by the 
Enst Indin Company; 5 half-chests, | 
weighing 214 Ibs. This was too much 
for a present, and yot it seems rather 
asmall venture. It may have been, | 
though, an attempt by some now- 
ly arrived junior to uett 214 six- 
pences; or it may be the remuant 
of a largo shipment which has long 
since passed into consumption, but 
out of which these five chests somo- 
how got left behind. Profits were so 
large and certain, in those days, that the 
loss of a fow half-chests was immaterial. 
Now, we como evidently to another pre- 
sent—"' fancy half-chest of Souchong, 
in a case, nett weight 48 lbs.” entered 
in Novomber 1837 by Messrs. Glnd- 
stanes & Co.; and then a half-chest of 
Hyson, entered in March, 1837, by 
Thomas Henth ; then tho East India 
Company again, “1 case containing two 
fancy canister boxes of flowery Pekoe 
nett weight 34 Ibs,” imported in August 
1838 by the ship Walmer Castle. The 
Suez Canal had not been dreamed of 
thou, nor clipper passages in seventy 
days. ‘Those old Indiamen made the 
voyage then inasteady sensible way, 
lying to occasionally, if they had an im- 
portant passenger on board, for di 

and took five and six mouths in carry 
ing thoir freight to a certain profit, 
instead of tearing along night and day, 
to realize a loss, The next lot is 
pazzling—a consignment of 100 chests 
weighing nearly 9,000 Ibs., by the ship 
“George the Fourth,” alsoentered by the 
East Tudia Company, in May 1839, 
What reason cau bave kept this lary 
consigument for thirty-one years ina 
warehouse, is beyond speculation. Then 
Hongkong became a British colony ; 
and a box of gunpowder, nett weight 
13 Ibs.,which went home by the ‘Dake 
of Bronte’ in 1846, has lain by till 1870. 
Shanghai teas went off all right till 
1851; when a 3-chest weighing 39 Ibs., 
consigned to Messrs Palmer and Co, 
somehow hung fire; and after that tho 
name of our port crops up more fre- 
quently. Relicsof thecargoof the “Aber- 
geldie” in 1852 and of the “ Princess” 
in 1856, are offered for sale. Shippers 
hardly thought they would turn up 
fifteen years afterwards, as rummage. 























‘Tea, however, was prepared differently 
in those days, and it is quite pos- 
sible that the “ Abergeldie’s” box of 
Hyson retains a good deal of flux 
vour. We know a man who drauk 
some fifteen-year old tea, not long ago, 
in London, "3 it tasted ox- 
cellently. the oldest dato 
x 13 Ibs., im- 
ported in tho *Lyr: ‘on; and 
the newost lot offered was shipped in 
1860, 2 chests of Congou from Foochow 
by the “Pol ” in December of that 
year. However, we have quoted enough, 
perhaps too much for our , 
patience, from this record of 130 p: 
of di egone. Old China hands 
recognise many familiar names of ships 
and firms now uo lo: in the trade, 
and will be carried back in thought to 
adifferent state of things, by these lots 
of rummage. Large fortunes hare been 
made and lost, high hopes realised and 
dashed, since that little box of Hyson 
went home to Thomas Heath, in’ the 
“ Lyra 3” Je has increased and ships 
have multiplied, and the conse of trade 
has changed hardly less wonderfully. 
Vit merchant in’ tho old days of the 
Canton facto would have ‘believed 
that steamers would come out through 
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| the isthmus of Sucz, and that Shanghai 


—the site of a large foreign settlement 
—would be in telegraphic communica- 
tion with Loudon, in 1870. We may 
more readily believe that 1-80 will sco 
a railway to Soochow, and foreign villas 
‘on the banks of the Tabu, 














STREET LIFE IN CHINA, 





Mr. Mepavrst's Lecturo on the Cari- 
osities of Chinese Streot Literataro was, 
in the full senso of a much abused term, 
“suggestive.” Tt opened to all those 
who listened to it many valuable fields 
of thought, and filled us all with a kind 
of shame that we were not better ac- 
qnainted with the mauners and customs 
of the strange people amongst whom 
our lot is east. We are daily in the 
habit of passing through streets literal- 
ly ablazo with facts, and yet we aro 
utterly ignorant of the true meaning 
of the phenomena that greet our eyes. 
Most of us are content to take a rega- 
lar and methodical “ constitutional,” 
‘and then to adjourn to the Club for 'a 
sherry aud bitters; and we reck not of 
the rarious objects of interest that 
even a walk up the Maloo would 
furnish. 

The vendors of fruit, the tailor wo- 
men, the chow chow sellers, the menders 
of damaged porcelain, the curio men, 

hei story to tell; and the in- 
gator of manners might casily 
write a most amusing volame on the 
street life as well as on the street 
literature of a Chinese city. Few born 
and bred Londoners realized the true 
position of large classes of persons, 
though they saw specimens of them 
every day, antil Mayhew wrote his 
amazing history of “London Labour 
aud the London Poor ;” and sure 
we were unacquainted with the manner: 
and ieaus of our own fellow-country- 
men and conutry-women, we are ten 
thousand times more ignorant (if there 
can be degrees of nescience) of thie tie: 
and trials, the shifts and coutriva 7 
the habits and the economics of the 
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Chinese working man. Yet it caunot 
be questioned that the subjectis one that 
would well repay careful examination. 
The social state of a large population 
like that of China cannot fail to bea 
subject of considerable interest, and no 
circumstance is too minute to throw 
light upon some peculiarity of so com- 
plex and manysided a national organiza- 
tion. The situation of the labourer in 
every land is obvionsly an important 
subject, and from a careful study of the 
condition of the peasant and the mecha- 
nic we may draw various inferences as 
to the government or misgovernment 
of the country. Now what we require in 
persons who write about Uhina is an 
accurate observation of little things. 
We have had far too mush showy ge- 
neralization ; what is needed at’ pre- 
sont is the patient observation and 
registration of little details. Traits 
that throw light on the relations of the 
higher and lower classes, and illustrate 
the actual position of the masses who 
toil in rice fields and on canals, in fetid 
streets, and strawbuilt huts. These 
are the statistics which are demanded in 
orde: that-we may understand China, 
Beggardom is a vast domain, the pre- 
cise condition of which is very ill un- 
derstood, and whereof the subjects are 
astudy to which much time and pains 
might be devoted. The mendicants 
who are to be met with in the streets 
of the native city all belong to various 
classes, aud have “beats” or “lays” 
even as the crossing sweepers and 
matchsellers, blind men with dogs, and 
knifegrinders, of London, have pecu 
spheres of usefuluess and activity. 
There are street acrobats (ina mild way), 
and jugglersin, China as wellas at Ho! 
andthe puppet showmen, who exbibit 
the native Punch and Judy, may be 
studied in the open spaces outside the 
eity walls just as their brethren in 
Europe are to be seen to the greatest 
advantage in Southampton Street, 
Strand. 

It would be curious to learn what or- 

nization controls the vast body of tat- 
terdemalions, and if there is a king of 
the beggars in Cathay, as there is in 
England. Closely connected with the 
question of the character and habits of 
the Chinese beggars, is the investiga- 
tion of that ree g riddle, are there 
gipsies properly so called—gipsies that 
would gladden’ the heart of Lavengro 
himself, in this country? The disco- 
very of facts with regard to the posi- 
tion of the poor has not merely an 
economic and social, but a practical 
importance. For it is plain that no 
country contains a larger number of 
classes to which the significant term 
“ dangerous” may be properly applied, 
than China. The smallest pretence 
serves to provoke rebellions, and the 
cry of fanaticism or the pangs of bung- 
er bring from village hovels and grimy 
city dens, hosts of men whose nor- | 
mal condition is so abject that they » 
come any chance of cliange as a'bless- 
ing. What manner of men these are we 
should be glad to learn, and we trast 
the hint may fall on good ground, and | 
induce some Sinologue as competent as ' 
Mr. Medhurst to give us a lecture or a 
paper, not on our street literature, but 
on street life. 
















































TRE Lyerus. 
“Sco with what crimson fury, 
By Indra fanned, the god of fire ascends the 
walls of Drary !” 

So wrote the authors of rejected ad- 
dresses, on the occasion of the burning 
of the great Temple of the London Dra- 
ma, in 1812, and we repeat the words 
orer with some melancholy in our tone, 
when we gaze upon the square patch of 
plackened ground where once stood the 
blyth lite Lyceum. It certainly bas 
done its duty and contributed mate 
ly to the amusement and gratification 
of the community of Shanghai. We 
cannot theu let its destruction be com- 
memorated merely in the dry'style of a 
newspaper report. Teis a loss that will 
be felt far and wide. Here “it impo- 
verishes the common stock of harmless 
pleasure,” and there are “gentlemen 
in England now abed ” who will fecl as 
thongh a well loved friend were dead, 
when they hear of the recent catastrophe 

The building now destroyed is con- 
nected with a crowd of varied associa- 
tions. Some remember it merely as a 
place where they lounged for half an 
hour between intervals of smoke and 
sodawater, but those who really and 
truly enjoyed the Drama, and took 
an interest in its progress, regard the 
now vanished temple of the Shanghai 
Thespis with other feelings. To them it 
is connected with a number of very 
perfect theatrical representations, The 
fame secured to the A. D. C. by such 
performances as a “Ticket of Leave 
Man” and the “Critic” was highly 

















| honourable, and competent judges, who 


have scen these pieces played by pro- 
fessionals at Home, have declared that 
in many respects the amateurs in Far 
Cathay had the advantage. ‘There is 
of course one deficiency here, and 
that is the absence of real actresses ; 
but there are some who regard this as 
an advantage, seeing that it gives us 
the interesting opportunity of sceing 
plays performed as they wero in the 
times of Queen Elizabeth, when Aun 
Page was played by a “great lubberly 
boy,” and the representative of Whisbe 
was deterred from tnking the part be- 
cause he “had a beard coming.” We 
are of opinion that those who knew 
most about theatrical affairs enjoyed 
the old Lyceum performances most 
highly. The actors were of course 
gentlemen, and they laboured in many 
instances to play the parts assigned to 
them as they conceived they should be 
played, without having recourse to the 
conventionalities of tradition. They 
laboured to interpret their author, not 
to copy this or that favourite. The re- 
sult was always interesting and often 
brilliantly successful. The actors have 
not been content, however, with pro- 
ducing the words of others, they have 
often almost rewritten the burlesques of 
Burnand and Byron, and there can be 
no doubt that the interpolations have 
in many cases been fully equal to the 
original text. The local hits and paro- 
dies introduced into the burlesques of 
“‘Tyanhoe,” “The Maid and the Mag- 
pie,” et oc genus omne, were bursting 
over with genuine fun, and were con- 
ceived in the frolicsome view of banter 
and light satire which becomes such 








allusions. Many of these live in the 
| memories of every Shanghai resident, 


and awaken a smile whenever they are 
recalled to mind. 





However, we must not give way to 
reverie, When a calamity has been suf- 
fered tho first thing to consider is how 
much has ben escaped. We have to 
congratulate ourselves on the fact that 
thefire atthe Lyceum did not ocenr when 
an audience was in the theatre, as many 
serious injuries to life and limb. would 
we fear have occurred had spectators 
been present. For the future the com- 
munity must gird themselves to the 
task of building a new theatre. Wo 
have had enough of wooden structures, 
and must make up our minds to find a 
temple for the Drama in a commodions 
building of brick. It has been suggest- 
ed to collect funds by means of a lot- 
tery for this purpose, and we seo no ob- 
jection to this plan, except that Shang- 
hai at present isa little “over lotteried.” 
Ab all events a good, strong, roomy 
theatre, with the latest acoustic and 
other improvements that the skill of 
Mr. Sefton Parry has devised, should be 
opened easily in 1872, to take the place 
of hat vanished Lyceum which the Fire 
God has so ruthlessly destroyed. 


REVIEW. * 


Like Shanghai, Hankow has two medi- 
cal Mission Hospitals for the benefit of the 
Chinese. We were able, some months ago, 
to review Dr. F, Porter Smith’s report on 
the working of that connected with the 
Wesleyan Missionary Society, up to the 
end of June 1870; and we have now be- 
fore us a report by Dr. Shearer, on the hos- 
pital supported by the London Mission, 
up to the end of September. The object 
of publishing the report before the end of 
the year seems to have been that it may 
embrace the proceedings during the time it 
was under Dr. Shearer's charge ; for we 
are told that it has now again passed into 
the hands of Dr. Reid. : 

‘The report deals entirely with medical 
matters, and appeals therefore less to the 
general than the professional render. 
‘There are, however, some details of suffi- 
cient interest to deserve quoting ; as, for 
instance, a case of suspended animation, 
in which a girl of 16, who had been im- 
aersed in the water for a full quarter of 
an hour, was restored. 

It is believed that the cotton-padded 
clothing which she wore, and which from 
her posuliar porition in tho waler_ wos 
closely wrapped about the face, in the first 
place averted suffocation by preventing the 
ingress of water to the air-passages, and in 
the second place, from the imprisonment 
of a certain quantity of air in the loose 
textures,- permitted a modified degree of 
respiration very much beyond the usual 
period. Marshall Hall’s method of treat- 
ment was employed. 


Forty-eight opium smokers applied for 
relief, and it is believed that one-quarter 
were enabled to get the better of the habit, 
“not, however, without considerable suffer~ 
ing and disturbance of the bodily func- 
tions.” Instances are given of the su- 
preme ignorance, by the Chinese, of obste- 
trie practice, and of two or three cases 
successfully treated by Dr. Shearer. The 
following note on the physical constitu- 
tiun of the people is interesting. 

The physique of the people and especi- 
ally their muscular development is very i 
ferior, but their flow of animal spirits, if

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even and subdued, is unintermittent. How 
much their mild diet and temperate habits 
has to do with both, need not be enlarged 
‘on here, But though their strength, bone 
and muscle, be inferior to those of some 
other races, their industry, application and 
perseverance is equal to any in the world. 

‘hey make admirable patients, heing very 
susceptible of the influence of remedies, 
and rallying well after operations without 
anything like the risk of reaction and se- 
condary fever which is the dreaded ten- 
dency of the European constitution. One 
man had both feet amputated for gangrene, 
and next day the pulse was still under 
100, and he ate a meal of rice and slept 
soundly afterwards! A girl had a large 

art of the foot removed for disease of the 

jones : next day she managed to run away 
without assistance. 

Only two cases of madness came under 
notice ; both originating in family quarrels, 
and in one case lealing to suicide. 
pectant mandarin came to have certain 
characters“ hwuy-hwuy-sze-chu,”—with 
which he had been branded by insurgents 
in Shensi, deleted. “ Chinese ink had been 
rubbed so deeply into the flesh that it was 
found necessary to use caustic potash for 
the removal of the impregnated cuticle.” 

It is satisfactory to learn that the in- 
creasing popularity of the hospital is proved 
by the number of applicants having been 
nearly twice as great during the period under 
roview, as in any previous period of equal 
length.

TIENTSIN, 


‘The past winter has been remarkable for 
its fine clear weather and for few windy 
days, Up to nearly the Chinese New-year, 
we had had only five windy days from the 
closing of the river. During the New-year 
holiday time we had our coldest weather, 
the thermometer falling to two degrees 
below zero. In addition to the usual amuse- 
ments of former winters, such as fox and 
hare hunting and skating, we added that 
of paper hunts; and what with our plea- 
sant weather, and our several amusements, 
the winter has passed over very rapidly. 
‘The sporting members of the community 
had a meeting a few days back, and elect- 
ed race stewards for the current year ; and 
3 wo hear of several wonderfully fast po- 
nies having been bought, we aro led to 
suppose we shall see a brilliant race meet- 
ing next May. Our letters, thanks to the 
admirable system established by the In- 
spector-General of Customs, have been re- 
ceived with extraordinary regularity ; and 
as we have also been receiving regular 
weekly news from Europe by the Russian 
telograph, we have assuredly had no cause 
to complain of any lack of intelligence re- 
garding the great events which have been 
taking place there. In respect to the con- 
uct of the Chinese people at Tientsin to- 
wards foreigners, I have only to say that 
I have observed no difference from any of 
the previous winters during the last 
ten years, since the opening of this 
port “to foreign trade. We have gone 
up to town as we used to do, and 
did not meet with abuse or molestation 
in the slightest degree. Several of the 
residents have been up the country, and re- 
turned sound and safe, having had no com- 
Plsintagainst the people ofthe interio 

x. Treat, an American Medical Mis- 
tionary, has just arrived here ; and we 
learn, he has been in various parts of the 








interior of this province during the last 
few months, and was everywhere treated 
with civility by the people. In the interior 
of the North of China, North of this to 
Mongolia, and West of this to Shanse, all 
has been tranquil and no bands of robbers 
have appeared. . The Viceroy of this pro- 
vinee, Li-hung-chang, has resided during 
all the winter at Tientsin, as the edict 
stated he would do which mentioned his 
appointment to the post, instead of at Pa 
ting-foo. He removed into the Yamén 
formerly occupied by Chung-how, just be- 
fore the setting in of the cold weathe: 

The Yamén is situated on the North side of 
the Grand Canal, near the Northeast corner 
of the city. His Excellency has determined 
to build'a high wall, like a city wall,

coming internal disturbances in Japan. A 
local riot has taken place near Yeddo, 
where some farmers rose up in rebellion 
against the tax-leviers of the Government 
and killed them. Report has it, too, that 
they. stormed a Daimio’s castle, took it and 
provided themselves with arms, so that, 
when the Government soldiers arrived from 
Yeddo, to quell the disturbance according 
to the Prussian system, the enraged po- 
pulace turned out and made them beat a 
quick retreat. ‘These troops had to return 
some forty miles to Yeddo, but, notwith- 
standing their Prussian system’ training, 
they quite forgot to take provisions with 
them, and they could get none from the 
villages they passed throuzh, so_ they re- 
turned, it is hoped, sadder and wiser me 
It is always diflienit to arrive at any very 
correct account of these risings among the 
; the officials keep the news as 
quiet as possible, or the floating stories 
hears have little or no authenticity 
them, There is, however, undoubt 
storm brewing ; the popular impr 
among forei i am onthi 
against the Gor 
it will come soon. Eighteen Inmdred 
seventy one is to see it, in the opinion 
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about it is difficult. to ascertain ; some 
say that the old Tokugawa men are 
jealous of the high position into which 
mere youths have been placed; those who 
were office boys in the old regime have 
now a word to say in state affairs, and 
Government posts are filled by men little 
better than coolies ! Again, taxation seems 
to be a heavy grievance, and squeezes seem 
eternal. Then dissatisfaction is evinced 
towards the present Government and its 
ministers. ‘These are some of the reasons 
‘one hears, but they are merely hearsay. 
Unquestionably, several of the Princes are 
amassing large ‘forees of soldiers in the 
South ; and it is said Satsuma, arch-eneiny 
to the Goverment, is marching towards 
Yeddo with a large force, to protect the 
Mikado! Consequent upon this formid- 
able outbreak in the vicinity of Yeddo, it 
was whispered that a meeting of Daimios 
was to be held to consider the stato of 
affairs ; if this were true, it must be con- 
fessed, it throws a light on the weakness of 
the Government, which is looked upon as a 
mere nominal head, the Diamios, as of old, 
having the whole say. Such is the prologue. 

It is said that the Americans are to 
make a raid on the Corea in May ; their 
fiect is to mect here, and proceed with 
Admiral Rodgers in the Colorado, ‘The 
corvette Alaska has arrived here from China, 
and is to pay a visit to Hakodadi and re- 
turn to station here along with the Benicia. 

Among the other small items of gup, it 
may be mentioned that our new judge has 
arrived, and received advice from a 
leader in the Mail as to his duties, especial- 
ly regarding the conduct of barristers ar 1 
attorneys who appear before him. 
Dallas has all but recovered from his 
wounds and is able to go about, and 
Mr. Ring is progressing slowly but’ sure- 
ly. No further news regarding arrests or 
the ike in this anatter, has transpired. The 
spring race meeting is fixed for the early 
part of May ; good sport is anticipated, 
some “ dark mokes ” haying been, or still 
to be, imported. The North-German ship 
Albatross made a bolt for it the other night, 
andeither evaded thelynxeyes ofthe French 
cruisers, or was not followed by them. ‘The 
North-German Minister is to send home a 
claim against the French for the loss sus- 
tained by the German ships through being 
detained in Japanese waters; itis to be cal- 
culated at so much a ton per day of det 
tion.

‘The three local newspapers still continue to 
pitch into each other, and while the Editor 
of the Gazette is informing the public that 
he refuses home advertisements relative to 
pills and bottled fruits, and there- 
juite contented with Japan and 
happy with his lot, the Mail observes that 
the payment for ‘the advertisement of 
Cockle’s pills helps to swell its balance, but 
regarding Yokohama adds, that if Danté 
had wanted a worse Inferno than the one 
he painted, it was represented here, aid at 
his service.

REPORT. 


The Directors have much pleasure in report- 
ing on the continued prosperity of the Compa- 
ny’ business during the past year. - This is 
the more satisfactory as it has been maintained 
in the face of a reduction in the price of Gas 
of nearly 25 per cent. 

‘The quantity of Gas consumed does not show 
such an increase on that of the preceding year 
as might have been expected at the reduced 
rate; the actual consumption being 17,407,700 
cubic fect against 16,816,100 cubic feet in 1869. 
‘The profits on the working have not, however, 
been materially affected, as coal has been com- 
paratively cheap. 

The net profits during the year, as 
by the annexed accounts, are Tacls 24,172,62. 
The interim dividend of 6 per cent paid on 
15th July absorbs Tis. 9,000 of this amount, 
leaving an available balance of Tis. 15,172. 
out of which the Directors propose to declare 
afurther dividend of 6 per cent, making 12

Mr. Toorat begged to ask if it was the 
intention of the Board to adopt a sliding 
seale of charges with consumers—whether 
there was any intention to revise the pre- 
sent system ? 

‘The Cuaimay said no; they had not 
intended to bring that matter before the 
meeting. It was a new idea, and one which 
he did not sce how they could apply. 

Mr. Toorat said the Directors could 
hardly claim that it was so, since he had 
brought it before the Board some consider- 
able time back ; and it was adopted in a 
modified form by the Company allowing a 
drawback of ten per ceut to a consumer of 
20,000 feeta month, though it wasnotallowed 
to a gross consumption of 240,000 feet per 
annum. Thus, if he consumed 25,000 feet 
in one month and 15,000 feet the month 
following, the drawback was allowed on the 
one and nothing at all on the other. He 
had just had the Company’s bill for March 
handed to him, the amount cl din 
which was 19,400 feet, on which he would 
get no 10 per cent deduction. His con- 
sumption for the previous month had been 
23,000, so that though for the two months 
hehad consumed nearly 43,000 feet he could 
only getareturn on one. He was told there 
were many consumers who paid the Com- 
pany sums varying from Tis. 50 to Tis. 
200 per annum, and these paid at the 
same rate. he did, though the profit 
scarcely covered the shoe-leather expended 
by the man who came to take the meter

“That the Directors be, and are herel 
powered to establish a graduated or sliding 
seale of charges, upon the basis following :— 

‘To consumers of 10,600 and under 15,000

annum and upwards, 20 per cent. ‘This resolu- 
tion to take elfect from Ist January, 1871.” 

The Carmay remarked that he thought 
these proposals might have been more ap- 
propriately brought privately to the notice 
of the Directors, in order to give them an 
opportunity of considering them. 

fr. Toorat said he had done so, and 
held their written refusal to make the con- 
cessions 

Mr. Gespny said it appeared, then, that 
the course which the Chairman’ considered 
the proper one, had been followed. 

The Cuainaay said Mr. Tootal’s present 
proposal varied somewhat from his pre- 
vious one.

The Gym- 
nasium might very well afford to buy such 
cups, because the additional entrance fees 
from time to time would go far to meet 
the expense. Supposing one to be offered 
at next meeting as a mile challenge, and 
10 entries made for it, that would be $10 
at once, while, as the cup would have to 
be won at two or more successive meetings 
Before being carried off, it might keep 
competition alive for a long time. 
prizes which the Ladies, Bankers, Mer- 
‘chants, and others usually very generous- 
ly gave, might still be provided, and would 
beavailable as extra prizes, 

‘The Cuamwax asked if’ Mr. Bromley 
meant that the challenge cups should be 
the larger in number or value of the prizes 
to be offered. 

Mr. Bromuey meant that such cups 
should be given for several standard races, 
to be won two years in succession before 
becoming the property of the winner.

‘The preponderance .of tonnage under 
the American Flag continues to be solely 
attributable to the fact of the largo Steam- 
ers running regularly between this Port 
and Shanghai being under that flag ; but 
as before remarked, these vessels belong 
to the Shanghai Steam Navigation Com- 
pany, which embraces all classes of nation- 
alities in its Share-list; and their Import 

es consist almost entirely of British 
‘Manufactures and Opium, Chinese produce, 
such as Medicines, Vans é&c., and their 
Export cargoes comprise mostly, Tea, Cot- 
ton, and other Chinese produce destined 
for’ the Shanghai market for final distribu 
tion. ‘There is likewise a very large move- 
ment of native passengers by ‘these steam- 
ers, to and from Shanghai ; they leave at 
present each alternate day at 4 p.m., and 
arrive at either port asa rule about § a.m. 
next day. ‘They are very superior Boats, 
of the American River class, and very 
suitable for the traffic between the two 
ports. At Shanghai they connect with the 
same class of vessels running between that 
Port and the Ports of the Yangtze-Keang 
up to Hankow, a distance of 800 miles, 
and with the’ same Company's Ocean 
‘Steamers running to Chefoo and Tientsin. 
Chinese Officials of high rank make fre- 
quent use of them in passing to and 
fro. with their families, and when 








a line between Ningpo, Wénchow, and 


Foochow is established, the connection will 
be complete along the coast of Canton to 
Tientsin, and up the River, to Hankow. 
From this it will be seen that the carrying 
trade in steamers is rapidly increasing in 
the China seas and some of its chief rivers, 
and it may be inferred that the days of 
junks in this country, as the days of the 
more graceful sailing vessels of Western 
nations, are drawing to an end, to become 
ultimately extinct, as steam progresses in 
public estimation. 

Inrorts.—The import table again shows 
a large increase over that of last year, be- 
ing no less than 552,344 Tacls. 

Cottons.—There is an increase of 
pieces, and Woollens §,667 pieces, which 
serves to show satisfactorily the favorable 
reception these fabrics continue to meet 
with at this inlet to the interior. 

Rice has again been abundant and cheap, 
without the provincials having to look 
abroad for supplies. 

Metals.—There is an increase in the 
quantity of Tin imported, of about 6,000 
Pieuls, anda decrease in iron of 8,691 piculs 

ut neither the increase in the one, or de- 
crease in the other, is attributable to a 
particular cause, and the same remar) 
applies equally to the remaining denomi 
nation of goods forming the general im- 
ports. 

Exrours.—This return also shows a large 
inereaso over that of last year, viz, 
taels 283,089. 

Tea.—The quantity exported was about 
the same as in 1869, viz., 146,461 piculs, 
valued at taels 4,768,500 in 1870, against 
piculs 146,652 valued at taels 4,649,414 
in 1869. 

Silk. There is an increase in the export 
of this valuable staple of 421 piculs over 
last year, but no new feature in connection 
with its production has discovered itself. 

Duties and Tonnage Dues.—The Chinese 
Government has again to be congratulated 
on a satisfactory increase in the duties col- 
lected, with only an insignificant decrease 
in the revenue derived from tonnage ; the 
total receipts, excluding coast trade duties, 
amounted in’ 1870 to ‘Tis. 635,346 against 
‘Tis. 626,233 in 1869, or an ‘increase of 
‘Tis. 9,112. 

The Tonnage Dues in 1870 are returned 
as Ts, 5,295, against Tis. 6,680 in 1869, or 
a decrease of Tis. 1,384. 

In illustration of the successful develop- 
ment of the Trade in Foreign bottoms at 
the Port, it may be stated that the Re- 
venue derived from it by the Chinese Go- 
yernment at the present day, is considera- 
bly more than half of the estimated value 
of the whole of the merchandize imported 
and exported in 1859, exclusive of Opium, 
which was a prohibited article, although no 
less than 2,305 chests admittedly found 
their way into the Port in that year, with- 
out hindrance from the authorities. 

‘The Import duty of 30 taels per picul 
was imposed in 1860, and the quantity i 
ported in 1870 was 5,084 piculs, against 
4,763 in 1869, or an increase of 321 piculs. 
The maritime duty on the drug was Taels 
150,520, but what with lekim and other 
taxes, the actual amount collected upon it 
by the authorities was more probably 
nearer £150,000 sterling than that amount 
of Haikwan Taels! The same remark, as 
stated in last report, will apply, although in 
alesser degree, to the imposts on the Im- 
ports and Exports generally; so that 
although the Customs Return ‘shows the 
large _sum of Taels 666,519 collected by 
that Department, the actual revenue deri 
ved from the trade was probably over 
double that amount. 

Transit Passes.—None of these Passes 
were applied for at the Consulate during 
the year 1870, and the cause is attribu- 
tablé apparently to the removal of imposts 
levied upon goods to or from the port 
whilst ‘‘in transitu,” the authorities pro- 
bably fearing not only popular disturbances 
among the Chinese, but trouble from For- 
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eign Governments, if they persisted in cont 
tinuing this mode of levying heavy taxes, 


Contrasting the total trade of Ningpo 
for 1870, with that of 1869, the result is 
as follows.

This large increase in the past year is 
the more satisfactory as it will bo obsorved 


that it is solely attributable to the annually 
increasing favor foreign goods aro receiv- 
ing from the local inhabitants and districts 
in the interior of the province of Chokeang; 
it also serves to confirm the opinion con- 
tained in former reports, that agricultural 
prosperity among "the! natives, _ would 
ave a favorable and enduring ‘effect on 
the foreign trade of Ningpo. ‘The consi- 
derable increase in Cotton and Woollen 
fabrics alone compared with 1869, clear- 
ly indicate this continued prosperity, 
for, although as regards the former, the 
quantity of raw cotton gathered in 1870 
is said to have exceeded the average of re- 
cent years, it has suited the producers bet- 
ter to despatch the surplus stock to other 
markets, supplying the home requirements 
with the ready manufactured foreign, and 
chiefly British, fabrics. 


According to the Customs Tables, the 
Returns of Foreign goods imported in- 
to Ningpo are thus stated. 1866=Tls. 


3,891,446, 1867=Tls. 4,746,215. 1868= 
‘Tis. 4,720,063, 1869= Tis. 4,965,140, and in 
1870 to Tis. 5,729,047. And according to 
the same authority, Ningpo occupied the 
sixth position in respect to the value of ita 
Trade out of the 14 Ports over which the 
Foreign Inspectorate extends ; and tho re- 
porter sees no reason why this flourishing 
condition of the trade should not continue 
to expand, so long as peace and tranquillity 
rule in the province and adjacent districts ; 
and, as stated in last report, as regards the 
purely British interests in its expansion, it 
appears inumateria! as to whether our mer- 
chandize is brought direct from Great 
Britain, or received from the emporiums 
of Hongkong and Shanghai. The result 
is the same as respects consumption, and 
the other remarks contained in that report 
appear to be fairly borne out by the results 
of the past year, and the present promising 
aspect of British and other trade at this 
Port. 

Wrecks.—No wrecks occurred in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the Port during the 
past year; the approach to the river is ad- 
equately indicated by two  light-houses, 
and the channels by buoys or beacons, 
which have been fully notified for the in- 
formation of shipmasters. In July last, 
the Customs gave notice that, in order to 
still further guard against danger, a Gong 
had been placed on Square Island, and a 
Bell on Tiger Island, wherelight-houses al- 
ready exist, as a means of warning during 

and thick weather. 

the Mixed Police force which was estab- 
lished, as stated in former reports, in 1867, 
and the cost of which is defrayed entirely 
‘by the Chinese local authorities, continues 
to serve most efficiently in maintaining 
peace and good order in the settlement ; its 
control is still vested in Colonel Cooke, the 
Commandant of the armed foreign disci- 
plined City Guard, assisted by a Civil Su- 
perintendent in charge of the station in 
town. 

‘The new British Consular residence by 
the river side was occupied in the month 
of May, and the Consular offices were 
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moved to a central and convenient positio: 
also by the river side and in close proximi- 
ty to the Custom House. 

The mercantile community at the port 
remains about the same as last year.

THE LISMORE CASE. 

Our readers will probably be amused by 
the following translation of the placard re- 
garding the judgment in the “Lismore” 
case, to which we referred last week. Of 
course the thing is arrantly absurd, and 
‘the misapprehensions—such as that about 
the sale of damaged cargo, and the charge 
against ourselves of having demanded a 
$2,000 squeeze—are patent to a foreigner. 
But the placard, bearing as it does the 
seal of the Fohkien guild, would have 
weight with Chinese readers, and it is 
regrettable that such an erroneous impres- 
sion should be given. 

Translation. 

This is written because justice in the ease 
has not been obtained. 

In the winter of the VILL year of Tung 
Chi, Messrs. Jardine Matheson & Co.’s 
steamer “Lismore ” was loading in Foochow, 
and guaranteed the safe carriage and arriv: 
at its destination of cargo. This being much 
thie same as Insurance, tho freight charged 
by them was higher thin in the case of other 
houses, as was well known; and Jardine 
Matheson & Co. being known as a steady 
firm, the minds of the merchants were easy. 
In the 10th month November 1870, at Foo- 
chow (the “ Lismore ? took in some tens of 
chops (of merchandise) the property of both 
Fokien and Kiangsi men, which cargo was 
to be conveyed to Sharfghai and delivered 
to the consignees. However, inside Woo- 
sung the vessel struck (and was wrecked) : 
an the consignees claiming their goods Jar- 
dine Matheson & Co. told them not to be 
afraid, cs the str. “ Hailung” had been or- 
dered to bring up the cargo, which should 
De delivered on arrival. Who could suppose 
that their hearts were evil, and that their 
thoughts and their words did not agree? 
They got the goods of the vessel, stored 
thom in their godowns, and quietly sold 
them off by auction, of which we hold 

some one of) the notices as proof. When 

fardine Matheson & Co. found that some 
of the billshad been removed, they saw they 
were in the wrong, and, pretending to be 
generous got one Shang ‘sEin-pu to act be- 
tween ; and he first offered us Ts. 2,000, 
which was afterwards increased to Tls. 5,000; 
as if, when they knew that the cost of the 
goods was Tis. 200,000, they thought itlikely 
that we would settle for so small an amount ! 
As no one was willing to accept the money 
no answer was returned, and Jardine Ma- 
theson & Co. perceiving this said that we 
might sue them then. 

Now we were of opinion that wehad been 
defrauded of our goods, and that the En- 
glishmen had—like fire—done us an injury, 
and how could we submit to that? so we 
were all indignant, and engaged a lawyer to 
plead our cause in H. B. M.’s Supreme 
Court. The Judge heard the case on the 
20nd 21 days of the 12th moon (February 
9-10) with great imy Git, with a 
face of iron and a heart of ice), and a num- 
ber of witnesses were properly examined, 
after which it was decided that Jardine 
Matheson & Co. were in the wrong, and 
that according to English law, which is un- 
changeable, they would have to pay up the 
loss. We all Know that this decision was 
given at the trial, and all the foreign firms 
are aware that our lawyer won and Jardisie 





Matheson & Co. lost; but up to the present 
there has been a delay of two or three 
weeks and it has not yet been decided 
(what amount isto be paid or when). It 
isevident that the Judge has treated us 
Dadly because we did not know English 
customs, and so he disregarded (the case) 
and did not finish it properly. If this is 
not the case, why does he say that Yang 
‘Ho's evidence was false? There was nothing 
untrue in it, nly this was the firat time he 
had been in Shanghai, and not understand- 
ing the linguists Chekiang dialect answered 
rather confusedly. Again, in the case of the 
goods of the Fu-chi hong, the er of 
the Pao-yu hong positively identified them. 
Now thisimportant caso has been setasidefor 
some frivolous reason, or why was it not 
settled at the time of the trial who was right 
and who was wrong? so thatall might have 
deen cleared (lit. the stones made to appear 
through the water) and our minds set at 
rest. It is perfectly correct that Jardine, 
Matheson & Co., without any regard to 
justice sold these goods on their own ac- 
‘count, and therefore, in justice, they ought 
to be ordered at once to make up the loss 
so as to avoid anxious delay. Even if it 
had happened that the Chinese merchants 
werein the wrong, they ought to have been 
informed of it. In business good faith ought 
to be kept by both Chinese and Foreigners, 
and Government officials ought to treat 
doth with equal justice. Up to the present 
time the false has not been separated from 
the truth. ‘Therefore it is easily seen 
that (the Judge) has taken into considera 
tion the wealth and extensive business of 
Jardine, Matheson & Co., and decided 
according to their wishes. ’ He has passed 
over their weak points, and has ill-treated 
us because we cannot speak (English) and 
he thought that we would have no appeal ; 
but above this sky there is another 
one, and man’s heart cannot. be crushed ; 
though the night may be long yet the 
morning will come at last. 

We have thus stated our ideas for China 
men to read. 

Fokien and Kiangsi men have written 
this. 

Yesterday, we went to the office of the 
¥,-0. Daily News for the purpose of getting 
this printed ; but $2,000 were asked as a 
squeeze from us.* This was anythin; y bese 
right, and having no alternative we have 
written out a number of copies and posted 
them up for general information. This case 
is of great importance, and so we ask that 
none will pull these notices down.

‘The 8th March was an intermediate number 
commercially, that is there was no outward 
mail to supply. The French mail of the 
22nd January came in on the 8th, and the 
‘American mail, with San Francisco dates to 
jst February, arrived on the 10th instant. We 
had on our last publication no Iate telegrams ; 
but by the Sin Vanzing, which arrived at 
Ningpo on Saturday, and sent on her telegrams 
by the ‘Chusen, wire news to the 23rd Feb 
rary was received, The early steamers ar 
down from Tientsin, but their news is un- 
important; the market not having opened, for 
what was doing only low prices were obtain- 
able. A reference to list of stocks will show 
this market to be tolerably well supplied, and 
the ten or twelve steamers known to be load- 
ing and on the way will add materially dur- 
ing the next two months to the liberal supplies 
now held, Generally things are inactive here, 
but money is not scarce, and the speculative 
clement turns its attention to shares. ‘The 
Agency of the Union Steam Navigation Com- 
any, (chiofly engaged in the River trade,) has 
Been’ vested in Stessrs. Olyphant & Co., and 
the public have been buyers of the stock at 
advanced ‘rates. ‘The Hongkew Wharf Com- 
pany have mado another effort to convert that 
institution into public company, and having 
secured provisional directors of influence, 
are likely to launch easily their scheme. 
Rumour mentions the probability of another 
(Yangtszo) Marine Insurance Company. ‘The 
Gas Company have declared a dividend of 6 
for the half-year, and carried a sum to reserve 
and depreciation account, which now amounts 
to about 25,600 tacls. ‘The Directors char 
an uniform rate to the man who pays $S40, 
and to him who pays $50 per annum. 

‘The arrivals have consisted in—on the 13th, 
the Harlaw from Sydney and the Ziba from 
Neweastlo N.S.W., both coal laden. The de- 
partures—on the 10th, Satsuma for Montreal ; 
‘on the 12th, the Sarpedon for London. The 
weather, which had been wet, muggy and 
bronchial, has changed, and is light clear and 
cool. ‘The English mail with news of peace 
has just arrived. 

PIECE GOODS.—Beyond the arrivals on 
the 11th and 12th inst. of the steamers ‘* Man- 
chu” and Appin,” from Tientsin, announe- 
ing the re-opening of the Northern trade, there 
isno. mercantile event of importance to be 
noted in the present issue. According to the 
native advices trade had not, up to latest 
dates, been fairly resumed since the holidays, 
thore was little doing and prices for forcign 
textures ruled low. Against this unsatis- 
factory report, however, must be placed the 
fact that, on Monday, our market was some- 
what animated ; and although the demands 
were confined toa few articles, the dealers 
evinced greater willingness to be interested 
tore widely in manufactured goods, if to be 

wurchased on what they consider safe terms.
